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A SOUTHERN LIABILITY 
INTO AN ASSET. 


CHANGING 


IIS week’s meeting at Savannah of the Na- 
tional Drainage Congress should emphasize 
the importance of hastening the day when more than 
53,.00,000 acres of wet lands, now unproductive for 
the most part and having the nature of a liability as 
long as they are not used, shall be a productive asset. 
Because there are millions of acres of fertile land in 
the South ready for the plow is no reason why other 
millions of acres of even greater fertility should not 
be freed from the incubus of water and, at compara- 
tively small cost, be prepared for the husbandman. 
It lias not been long since satisfaction in the knewl- 
edge of yast opportunities in virgin soils tended to 
induce carelessness in the use of them. Prodigality 
is easily begotten of profuseness of easily won pos- 
tut conditions are changing, and with 
them the point of view. In the first ten years of this 
century the average acre value of farm lands in the 
South increased from $8 to $19, or at the rate of 
187 per cent. In 1910 the average acre value was 
nearly $3.50 more than the average acre value for 
the whole country in 1900, which increased in ten 
years from $15.64 to $32.48. Whether or not the 
average value in the South is to reach by 1920 the 
average value in the country in 1910, the fact is that 
there has already been an increase in the South 
suflicient to impel the farsighted and progressive 
inen of that section not only to advance measures 
for the conservation in full utilization of soils now 
available, but also to let in the light and air upon 
soils which, more or less under water, have been 
accumulating for centuries an abundance of plant 
food 
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These wet lands are confined to no State. Of a 
total of 74,541,700 acres in the whole county counted 
in 1908, the South has 53,114,500, distributed as fol- 
lows: Florida, 18,560,000 acres; Louisiana, 9,600,- 
(00: Mississippi, 6,173,000; Arkansas, 5,760,000; 
Georgia, 2,400,000; North Carolina, 2,400,000; Mis- 
souri, 1,920,000; South Carolina, 1,760,000; Texas, 
1,620,000; Alabama, 1,120,000; Tennessee, 800,000; 
Virginia, 384,000; Maryland, 356,000; Kentucky, 
224,000; Oklahoma, 35,000, and West Virginia, 2500 
acres. But in the past six years much progress has 
been made under State, district and individual au- 
spices in reducing this wet acreage, and such reclama- 
tion has been constantly under way on expanding 
lines. In Florida the drainage of the Everglades is 
bringing into farming. possibilities 8000 or 9000 
square miles of land, equal nearly to the whole land 
‘urea of Maryland, and there are other notable proj- 
ects in Virginia, with its Dismal Swamp; in North 
Carolina, particularly about Lake Mattamuskeet, af- 
fecting between 100,000 to 120,000 acres; in the 
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vicinity of Charleston, in South Carolina, where 
facts accomplished have spurred to greater things; 
in the delta region of Mississippi and in Louisiana, 
a pioneer in this respect; in Missouri and Arkansas, 
centering about the St. Francis basin a record in 
part of a seismic disturbance of the early part of 
the past century; in Georgia, which has, like a few 
other States, the advantage of a State law permit- 
ting local activities; in Tennessee and in Texas. 
Few States of the South have to face the serious 
problem which is being solved in the trans-Missis- 
sippi States of the West by expensive irrigation. 
Where, as in Texas and in Arkansas, and as is being 
discussed for a portion of Oklahoma, irrigation is 
being promoted, it is with the advantage of the great 
volume of the flow of the Rio Grande in Texas, or 
in the panhandle of that State and in Arkansas with 
the ready aid of shallow wells tapping great under- 
ground streams. In Louisiana, by a simple device, 
the drainage process may be reversed and irrigation 
effected to overcome any possible deficiency of rain- 
fall. In Arkansas inexpensive irrigation from the 
wells has made possible the wonderful development 
of rice-growing on the upland prairies of that State, 
and in Texas, where a score of millions of dollars 
have been invested in irrigation plants in recent 
years, in fertile lands and sugar mills, the notable 
enhancement of the value of lands has strikingly 
demonstrated how reclamation by drainage and irri- 
gation is to add between $3,000,000,000 and $5,000,- 
000,000 to the permanent wealth of the South when 
all economically reclaimable land has been taken up. 
Much of the wet acreage of the section is confined 
definitely within State boundaries or within even 
smaller limits. The task of reclaiming such tracts 
is comparatively simple, either from the engineering, 
the financial or the politeal standpoint. When drain- 
age operations by one State acting by itself in terri- 
tory with characteristics common to it and another 
State, or when alluvial lands in the lower Mississippi 
are subject to overflow by water orignating in many 
distant points of the great valley, the problem be- 
comes quite complex, and, in some particulars, calls 
for the highest engineering skill and practical states- 
manship of the broadest and most liberal kind. 
From Missouri south to the Gulf of Mexico, for 
instance, there are alluvial lands, aggregating prob- 
ably 30,000 square miles in extent, which-are capable 
of yielding, when reclaimed and protected from fu- 
ture overflow, a crop of cotton as great as the great- 
est crop that the whole cotton belt of the South has 
ever produced in any one year, and that, too, without 
the use of an ounce of commercial fertilizer. Imme- 
diately connected, however, with the recovery and 
protection of those lands is the task, of manifold 
phases, of controlling the floods in the Mississippi 
River. That mighty task involves not merely the 
building and maintenance of levees along the 
stretches of the lower half of the valley, but also the 
reservoiring, if possible, of the flood surplus waters 
in the tributaries of the Mississippi extending as far 
as to New York and Georgia on the east and to 
Texas and Idaho on the west, in a drainage basin of 
more than 1,200,000 square miles. Hand in hand 
with the storage of this surplus water in flood times 
goes its utilization for irrigation and for the main- 
tenance of the flow of streams in which hydro-elec- 
tric developments have been made or may be con- 
templated, and with that is joined the project of 
forest reserves protecting the head-springs of the 
tributaries, a project only possible under Federal 
auspices. Thus, in any comprehensive plan for 
drainage, participation at more than one point by 
the National Government must be considered. It is 
not difficult to determine what those points are. 
Discretion and regard for the future should control 
all movements in this connection, to the end that 
improper relations between the National and State 
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governments or between either class of government 
and individuals may be avoided and that no injus- 
tice may be wrought by bringing the results of Fed- 
eral or State energy and expenditure into unfair and 
unjust competition with the work of individuals who 
have depended solely upon their own initiative, en- 
terprise and resources in reclamation work, 
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SUMMONS OF THE SOUTH. 
1IIT—FarM POTENTIALITIES. 


AUGED by the increase in capital invested in 
farms, the agricultural progress of the South 

in the past generation has been one of the most 
notable features of the general material] advance of 
that section. In 1910 such capital in the South, rep- 
resented in the value of lands and improvements, of 
implements and livestock, was $10,961,865,000, only 
$1,142,157,000 less than such capital in the whole 
country, having more than three times the area of 
the South, in 1880. Between 1880 and 1910 such cap- 
ital increased in the South from $2,762,077,000 to 
$10,961,865,000, or by $8,199,788,000, equal to 296.9 
per cent., and in the rest of the country from $9,341,- 
925,000) to $30,029,134,000, or by $20,687,210,000, 
equal to 2214 per cent. This increase was most 
marked in the decade of 1900-1910, coincident with 
the marked rise in the value of farm lands in that 
period with the general increase in the value of farm 
products, especially cotton. This growth is indicated 
in the following table comparing for 1880 and 1915 
the estimated value of farm products, exclusive of 
additions to livestock, or livestock sold or slaugh- 


tered:

These figures, those for 1880 being official and those 
for 1913 being conservatively estimated upon figures 
representing about 75 per cent. of the total, show 
that the increase in the value of farm products in 
the period covered was from $755,529,000 to $3,078,- 
886,000, or by $2,323,357,000, equal to 307.5 per cent. 
in the South, and from $1,457,012,000 to $4,418,351,- 
000, or by $2,961,339,000, equal to 203.2 per cent., in 
the rest of the country, and that the Southern value 
in 1913 was $866,345,000 greater than the value in 
the whole country in 1880. 

Advance suggested in this approximation is, after 
all, only the reason for the faith in the future. It 
is a demonstration of potentialities rather than a 
record with which the South must be content. For, 
the production to the value of more than $3,000,000,- 
000 in 1913 was made upon less than 150,000,000 
acres of the tota] 600,000,000 acres of Southern land. 
There has recently been made an official estimate, 
based upon figures of 1909, of the proportion of land 
in the United States available for agriculture. ‘This 
shows that of 604,856,000 acres in the South, 541,- 
320,000 acres, or 89.4 per cent., are so available, 
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while of 1,298,606,000 acres in the rest of the coun- 
try, 962,050,000 acres, or 74.1 per cent., are so avail- 
able, Not only is a greater proportion of Southern 
land fit for agriculture, but in the South there is a 
greater quantity of land not yet farmed than there 
is in the rest of the country. 

In 1909 more than 18 per cent. of the total area of 
the South and 15.5 per cent. of the total area of the 
rest of the country was tilled. Of the total area of 
the South 454,260,000 75.1 per cent., is 
available for tilled the the 
country 687,540,000 acres, or 52.9 per cent., are so 
available. The 109,860,000 acres in the South tilled 
in 1909 represented but 24.2 per cent, of the tillable 
area, while the 201,140,000 acres in the rest of the 
country represented 29.2 per cent, of the tillable area. 
The potentiality by separate States in the South is 
shown in the following table:

It must be borne in mind that this tillable acreage 
includes, not only land that has already been brought 
under cultivation by means of the plow, but also 
that which in the future may become available by 
clearing of woodland, by drainage and by irrigation. 
Besides the land suitable for tilled crops, the South 
has 87,060,000 acres and the rest of the country 274,- 
510,000 acres, much of it already occupied, not suit- 
able for tilled crops, but valuable for fruit raising or 
for pasturage, Only 399,000,000 acres in the whole 
country, 63,000,000 of them in the South and 336,000,- 
(00 of them in the rest of the country, can never be 
Included in that acreage is part 
of the area of 258,000,000 acres in the South and 286,- 
000,000 acres in the rest of the country in woodland

und forest. To meet the lumber requirements of the 
country for all time at least 400,000,000 acres, equally 
divided between the South and the rest of the coun- 
iry, should be kept in woodland. If this be done, the 
South would still available for agriculture 
nearly four times the amount of land that was tilled 
in 1909,

In that, everything else remaining as at 
present, is the possibility of the South’s raising crops 
to an aggregate value of $12,000,000,000, or nearly 
$5,000,000,000 more than the value of all crops in 
the country at present. 

But things are not to remain as at present. In 
progress already made in intensive cultivation is the 
that the great the aggregate 
value of farm products in the South is to come 
through increased production per acre. For example, 
in one Southern State 232.7 bushels of corn have been 
raised on a single acre of land, and in another, 228.7 
bushels. Other acre productions have been 2.38 bales 
of cotton, 150 barrels of apples and from 7500 to 
12,500 pounds of beans, from 12,500 to 15,000 pounds 
of potatoes, from 16,000 to 24,000 pounds of oranges, 
from 20,000 to 24,000 pounds of pineapples and from 
15,000 to 25,000 pounds of eggplants. 

Started in a small way about fifty years ago, in 
the Norfolk region of Virginia, the industry of rais- 
ing early vegetables and fruit for Northern and 
Western markets has extended down the Atlantic 
and Gulf coasts to Texas and into some of the upland 
territory of the South, and now represents an annual 
valued at $100,000,000 at least. What are 
known as the Norfolk fine sandy loam, the Norfolk 
fine sand, the Portsmouth series, the Coxville fine 
sandy 'oam and the Coxville sandy loam are soils 
especially adapted to this trucking, and there are 
25,000,000 acres of such soils in the South. Not less 
than 4,682,992 acres of Norfolk fine sandy loam have 
been definitely traced, witb a strong possibilty that

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they represent a total of 20,000,000 acres, while the 
2,014,334 acres of Norfolk fine sands represent a pos- 
sible 10,000,000 acres. Tlardly one-tenth of 1 per 
cent. of the total area of Norfolk fine sandy loam is 
now used for trucking, and less than 10 per cent. of 
the Norfolk fine sand and less than 25 per cent. of 
the Norfolk fine sandy loam are used for any agri- 
cultural purpose save grazing. It may, therefore, be 
fully expected that expansion in the tilled acreage 
of the South will mean a far much larger acreage 
than at present devoted to truck raising, which yields 
much more per acre than most other crops. 

In that is the promise that the South is to become 
the great market garden of the United States. As a 
matter of fact, that section is capable of raising 
practically every crop known in this country, but it 
also has a virtual monopoly of certain crops. 

Only a few thousand of the 14,594,000 bales of the 
American cotion crop of 1913 were grown outside 
the South, and nine Southern States yield virtually 
all of the annual crop of from 22,000,000 to 25,000,000 
bushels of rice grown in continental United States. 
In 1913 the South harvested $766,652,000 worth of 
corn, $135,402,000 of hay, $111,0383,000 of wheat, $95,- 
945,000 of tobacco, $71,974,000 of oats, $37,611,000 of 
Irish potatoes, $37,600,000 of sweet potatoes, $21,797,- 
000 of rice, $2,471,000 of rye, $1,572,000 of buckwheat, 
and the estimated value of other of its crops were 
orchard fruits, $40,000,000; sugar-cane, $21,000,000 ; 
peanuts, $18,000,000; nursery products, $9,000,000 ; 
citrus fruits, $7,500,000; sorghum, $7,000,000; small 
fruits, $6,500,000; peas and beans, $6,500,000; kafir 
corn, $6,000,000 ; $3,000,000; nuts, 
$2,000,000, and grapes, $2,000,000. 

Of thirteen crops, all but two of which are common 
to most parts of the country, the estimated average 
acre value is $20.08 in the South and $16.91 in the 
United States. Such is the deduction drawn from the 
figures of 1913, which, however, must be read in con- 
nection with the fact that, speaking generally, the 
seasonal conditions in that year were better in the 
States of the South below the Potomac and east of 
the Mississippi than in the rest of the South than 
in the rest of the country. Corn in the South aver- 
aged in value $16.10, compared with $15.99 in the 
country; wheat $12.54 in the South, compared with 
$12.15 in the country, and oats $12.19 in the South, 
compared wtih $11.45 in the country, while Irish 
potatoes in the South averaged $63.75 to the acre, 
compared with $11.45 in the country, while Irish 
potatoes, largely a Southern crop, averaged about

$3 less per acre than the average in the whole coun- 
iry. On the other hand, the average in the South 
for buckwheat, which raises hardly one-seventh of 
the country’s crop, was nearly $3 more per acre than 
the average for the country. 

If the South should utilize to the full its present 
tilled area of 110,000,000 acres, it could easily double 
the aggregate value of its farm crops. Upon 36,000,- 
000 of its acres it produced last year 15,000,000 bales 
of cotton, valued, with its seed at $1,000,000,000. 
Without increasing its acreage in cotton the South 
make more than double its present cotton 
crop. Upon 48,000,000 acres the South raised in 1913 
corn to the value of $767,000,000, and upon less than 
0,000,000 acres wheat to the value of $111,000,000. 
In grain the South is not living up to its opportuni- 
ties. If fifteen States of that section were now 
raising as much wheat in proportion to population 
as was raised there before the war, the annual crop 
would be 123,000,000 bushels instead of 118,000,000 
or 120,000,000, and if the same fact obtained as to 
corn, the South’s crop would be about 1,200,000,000 
bushels instead of 800,000,000 or 900,000,000 bushels. 
Less than half a dozen Southern States are now pro- 
ducing more wheat than they raised fifty years ago, 
and not a single one is producing as much corn per 
capita. 

What has been done can be done and can, with the 
progress that hag been made in agricultural science, 
be bettered. There is no section of like area on the 
globe presenting the opportunities for such better- 
ment equal to those of the South. a

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SOUTHERN LUMBER FOR EGYPT. 


HIRTY carloads of red gum lumber were 

started in one shipment on April 14 from the 

plant of the Lamb-Fish Lumber Co, at Charleston, 

Miss., on the long journey, by way of Pensacola, 

Fla., to Alexandria, Egypt. In explanation, George 

Lands, traffic manager of the company, writes to 
the MANUFACTURERS RECORD: 


This company, a number of years ago, realizing the fact 
that difficulty would be experienced in disposing of its 
full cut (which is over 40,000,000 feet of hardwood per an. 
num) to domestic trade, took steps to develop an outlet 
in European countries. Today our export business 
gates fully 40 per cent. of our output, and our experience 
has been that this foreign business is easy to build up 
and very satisfactory to handle,

It is shipped in the log or as veneer or as rough lumber 
to Northern factories making furniture, musical instru 
ments, interior finish and office fixtures, and it goes out 
in the markets of the world under the name of Circas- 
sian walnut, cherry, birch and mahogany. It lends itself 
to more imitations than any other known 
Italians and French buy it, carry it across the seas, make 
it into furniture and sell it as French or Italian walnut. 
The English work it into “satin walnut.” Some of 
high-grade product comes back to the land where the red 
gum trees grow and is sold to wealthy people who can 
afford to buy it. The buyer marvels at its beauty, and 
little suspects that the 2000 per cent. advance which he 
pays on the selling price of the red gum lumber goes to 
remunerate the thrifty foreigner for knowing a_ good 
thing when he sees it and understanding how to turn his 
knowledge into money

New York city bonds to a syndicate at 101.45 
calls particular attention to the demand for this class 
of publie securities, and should serve as a reminder 
tc other cities and towns, especially in this part of 
the country, that the present is a good time to con 
sider questions relating to public improvements and 
to the marketing of securities to finance them. While 
4% per cent, bonds might not command a premium 
in a majority of places, there is no doubt that just 
now issues at suitable rates of interest will meet 
with a better market than usual. The exemption 
of this class of bonds from the operation of the Fed 
eral income tax has lately become a reason for their 
popularity with careful investors, in addition to their 
other sterling qualities. These being the conditions 
in the financia] market, bonds for public works of all 
kinds are now pretty sure of meeting with a favo! 
able reception on terms more advantageous to tlie 
issue than are commonly to be obtained. Conse- 
quently, it is well to start town, city, county or State 
improvements; provided, of course, that local con- 
ditions in any case are not unfavorable. 
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THE SOUTH’S COAL OUTPUT. 


N 1880 the South mined less than 10 per cent. of 
the coal mined in the United States. At present 

its output is nearly 25 per cent. of the total. In 
1913, according to the figures of the Coal Trad 
Journal, the coal mined in the country amounted to 
565,075,502 tons, and of that amount 136,776,051 
tons were mined in the South, the output by States 
having been, West Virginia, 69,491,646 tons; Ala- 
bama, 17,884,745; Kentucky, 17,250,000; Virginia, 
8,300,000; Tennessee, 6,600,000; Maryland, 4,756,- 
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Missouri, 4,293,300; Oklahoma, 3,797,899; 
2,200,000; Arkansas, 1,952,461, and Georgia,

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MANUFACTURING IN CITY GROWTH. 


R° IIMOND has recently been acquainting itself 
with its equipment for industry and its accom-

Twenty-five years ago, when 
seme of the men now to the front in everything that 
makes for Richmond’s progress were still schoolboys, 
it was possible to look from the back windows of 
many 2 business house of the city upon remnants 
of the ruins of the fire that marked the fall of the 
city i865. At that time there survived in its resi- 
dential and business sections much of the distinction 


of its ante-bellum period, the air of open-hearted hos- 
pitality taking time to be agreeable not being con- 
fined to the lawned homes of Franklin street and ad- 

avenues, but extending down into the count- 
woms and offices of Main street and its neigh- 
bors. There was bustle, though, and money was 
being made in trade and manufacturing. In the lat- 
ter, tobacco and iron dominated, perhaps, with sur- 
vival of the flour industry, which had not flourished 
as formerly, after the change in the fiscal policy of 
at least one South American country and the rise 
of the mills in the Northwest close to the grain fields. 
At that time much Richmond capital was seeking 
investment in distant sections, in the farther South, 
in Minnesota and on the Pacific coast. But just about 
that time the conviction was taking practical direc- 
tion that Richmond possessed many advantages for 
nuinufacturing, and that it was best for everybody 
concerned to invest Richmond capital in Richmond 
enterprises, a which it is safe for any 
city to apply and which Richmond has followed to its 
creat advantage. 

Within ten years results of this policy of home 
capital for home enterprises were manifest on every 
Around the tobacco factories had developed 
plants, such as a paper-box works and a 
japanned-ware factory, growing from a modest estab-

cedar works, at first small, had gradually extended 
over a large area.

meat-juice, originating in experiments for purely 
personal use, had developed such a trade at home and 
abroad as to make a marked increase in the cattle 
trade of the city, with its outcomes in modern stock- 
yards and an abattoir. Iron works, that were na- 
tionally famous fifty years before, were in operation 
on a greater scale, and locomotive works had been 
added to the various metal-working industries of the 
city. A fertilizer plant had become the nucleus of a 
great aggregation of capital, practically dominating 
the industry in the South, plans were being pushed 
for the hydro-electric development of the falls of 
the James and a flour-milling business had been or- 
ganized that is now exporting more flour than did 
the mills of the city fifty years ago, some of the 
shipments going as far as the interior of Africa. 
There was, too, the promise of the shoe-manufac- 
turing industry, that has since become such a factor 
in the city’s industrial life. 

These are but impressionist outlines of the picture 
that industrial Richmond presented at the beginning 
of this century. The main point to be kept in mind 
is that the change had been brought about by Rich- 
inond men using Richmond capital, with enough to 
spare to enable the city to strengthen the connections 
with other quarters which have added so greatly 
to its financial strength in more recent years. Con- 


versely, Richmond financial institutions readily fell 
into the habit of co-operating liberally with Rich- 
mond energy and courage in furthering manufactur-

 agrsear eng Cc. H. MARKHAM of the Illinois 

Central Railroad Co. has returned to Chicago 
from a trip to Savannah in relation to the Central 
of Georgia Railway, which the Lllinois Central con- 
trols, and his remarks after reaching home are wor- 
thy of attention. Some of his salient comments upon 
the South are that if the next cotton season brings 
a crop and prices equal to those of this season, no 
part of the country will surpass it in business condi- 
tions; that as a result of unusual returns to planters 
from last year’s crop there is more money in the 
South than for years; that he found prosperity gen- 
eral, and several conferences with chambers of com- 
merce developed reports of conditions which were 
exceptional ; also that farmers are raising more grain 
and hay. 

It will be observed that President Markham’s ex- 
pressions emphasize the fact that the South's busi- 
ness rests upon the best kind of a foundation—its 
crops. Hence it remains comfortable and generally 
at ease while other sections may be more or less 
troubled by circumstances which have little or no 
influence upon the course of affairs within its boun- 
daries. The inclination to diversify in agricultural 
effort is furthermore a sign that this independence 
will become more stable than it has been 
everything will not hang upon the success or failure 
of the cotton crop. This is the result of education 
through experiment stations and by other methods 
which have revealed to farmers the way to broaden 
and extend their work advantageously to themselves 
as well as to their respective localities.

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Forestry and Water Resources 


By Henry S. Graves, Forester of the 


The South today is standing on the threshold of a 


vast industrial development. The extent of this devel- 
opment, and consequently the advancement and pros- 


perity of the South itself, depend very largely on two 


factors—the production of raw material from the 
farms. forests and mines, and the protection and devel- 
epment of water resources. The South is pre-emi- 
init favored in both these respects. It is not 
merely the great amount of navigable waters stretch- 
ing far back into the different States, available for 
cheap transportation, but vast water-powers which are 
rapit transforming the South into a manufacturing 
as well as an agricultural section. 

The development of the greatest usefulness of these 
water-powers is most intimately bound up with the 
preservation and protection of the forests at the head- 
waters of the streams. Of the total estimated poten- 
tial water-power in the United States (56,900,000 
horse-power), 11 per cent. is found in the Southern 
Appalachians. In North Carolina, South Carolina 


and Georgia alone there are about 1,321,000 potential 
wer, of which so far only 32 per cent., or 429,- 
O00), are actually developed and are being utilized. 

In the Southern mountains there is one factor that 


hors 


far overshadows all others. The danger from erosion 
is peculiarly great in the Southern Appalachians, be- 
cause the region has a very heavy rainfall, and as soon 
as { soil becomes exposed it erodes quickly and vio- 
lent] Furthermore, the ground in this region is bare 
ef snow during all of the year except a few weeks in 
wint and is therefore subject to the action of water 
duri practically the entire year. 

Si another condition which tends to increase ero- 
sion in the Southern Appalachians is the extreme frost 
action. The ground freezes at night to the depth of an 


inch or so, and a layer of soil from one to one and a 
half inches is lifted from the surface by columns of ice. 


In the daytime the melting ice lets the surface earth 
back into place again. This process, constantly at 
work, allows the heavy rains to remove readily the 
loosened soil from the exposed slopes. 


Because of the lack in the South of natural storage 
in lakes and marshes, the washing away of the soil 
mountains removes the only natural storage 
flood 


frot the 


reservoir for the waters, and thereby decreases 


the amount of power that can be developed continu- 
ously throughout the year. Some of the Southern 
rivers. like the Roanoke, which rise in the mountain 
regions, have, as it is, extremes of high and low 
waters. This eendition is due to the lack of natural 
stor basins, and these rivers would become entirely 
uncontrollable and practically useless for water-power 
development were the natural protective cover at the 
headwaters to be destroyed. 


Injudicious timber cutting in the mountains; forest 


fires, which usually preceded, accompanied and followed 


lumbering, and, above all, the clearing of high moun- 
tain land for agriculture, followed by improper meth- 
ods of cultivation—all these things together have 
brought about erosion in the mountains which already 
has produced evil consequences. 

The soil washed from the mountain fields goes into 
the streams. The destruction of farm land in the val- 
leys is enormous, especially during wet years. In 1901 


the estimated damage by floods in the valleys of the 
rivers flowing from these mountains was $10,000,000. 
The finer eroded material is carried down the stream 
nnd deposited where the current becomes checked, and 
especially in the reservoirs constructed for water-power 
use, where the water is quiet and therefore the silt 
most easily deposited. This fine silt is deposited also 
in t navigable portion of the stream. This necessi- 
tates constant dredging to keep the stream open for 
havigation,

already has seriously affected the capacity of the South- 
ern streams for water-power development. One promi- 
nent Southern engineer has estimated this to be at 
least 40 per cent. Apart from the menace to the water- 
powers, the washing away of the soil from the moun- 
tains and from the fields in the Piedmont region is a 
very real danger to the water supply of the cities and 


towns both from the standpoint of quantity and qual- 


ity. Fifteen years ago the streams in this region car- 
ried far less sand, silt, detritus and washings than now. 
hese have been filling up the channels and increasing

so that many cities now face not only a shortage of 
water during the lengthy drought periods, but unknown 
dangers in the water which they do get. As an ex- 
ample, the city engineer of Augusta, Ga., stated in 
1908 that their power canal had received more silt in 
the last 18 months than in all the 30 years previously. 
If this is the case with only a pertion of the mountain 
slopes denuded, what will be the plight of Augusta and 
other cities similarly situated when the bulk of the for- 
ests is gone?

Without any question the problem of control of our

stances streams are becoming more irregular every 


year. In nearly every part of the country the use of 
water resources is becoming more and more intensive. 


A good deal of work has already been done upon our 


rivers. One of the greatest needs today is that the 
different activities essential for permanent improve- 


ment of rivers be brought into correlation and be con- 
ducted in accordance with a comprehensive plan. There 
have been enthusiasts who have asserted that the pro- 
tection of forests would be sufficient to control floods. 
In my opinion, those persons who assert that any one 


method will meet the situation are wrong. Conditions 
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necessarily vary, the needs of the different streams 


necessarily vary, but in any case a real control of 


stream flow can be secured only by a comprehensive 
plan which makes use of all the different influences 
which effect control of water, levees where these are 


necessary, reservoirs where these are necessary, the 


protection of forests at the headwaters of streams, etc 


It is as ridiculous for a forester to claim that re 


forestation alone would prevent floods and bring about 


improvement of the rivers as it is for. an engineer to 


claim that levees and drainage by themsélves can 


work permanent improvement in our rivers. The engi 


neer and the forester must work hand in hand if 


our 


river system is to be converted from a source of danger 


and expense to one of the highest usefulness 


rhere are some engineers, and very prominent 


Ones, 
in this country who claim that neither the construction 
of reservoirs nor forestation can have any effect what 


ever upon the navigation of the river. They claim that 


navigation can be effectively regulated by channel im 


provement only. Yet history all over the world and 


experience in our own country shows how futile this 


method is to bring about permanent improvement in 


our rivers. Regulation of flood waters by channel im 
provement has been so far the only method used in the 
attempt to control our rivers, and the

Apropos the advent of a general warehouse system

An index chart for thes 
various laws is now being prepared, and as soon as it

is completed the committees will determine 


lines along which revision will be sought. The gov 
ernors of the varieus States will then be asked to recom 


mend to the legislators as they meet the appointment 


of special committees to confer with the committees of 


the American Highway Association and the American 
Bar Association, with a view to adequate revision o! 
existing road laws. 

The committee of the American Highway Association 
was appointed at the American Road Congress held at 
Detroit in 1913, and is composed of P. T. Colgrove. 
president Michigan State Good Roads Association, chair 
man; A. B. Fletcher, State highway engineer of Cali 
fornia; A. N. Johnson, State highway engineer of Illi 
nois: J. E. Pennybacker, former secretary American 
Highway Association and now chief of the division of 
road economics of the United States Office of Public 
Roads, and Frederick FE. Wadhams of Albany, N. Y. 
Mr. Wadhams is also chairman of the special committee 
appointed by the American Bar Association to co-operate 
with the American Highway Association. These two 
committees are, in turn, co-operating with the commit- 
tee on uniform legislation of the Bar Association, of 
which Mr. Chas. Thaddeus Terry of New York is chair- 
man. 

The first step in the revision of the State road laws 
will be to recommend that all obsolete, useless or unneces- 
sary road laws be repealed. The next step will be to 
simplify and arrange in logical order the existing neces- 
sary road laws. The committce has found that in some 
of the States an accumulation of road laws running 
back over 100 years exists, thus creating almost hope- 
less confusion. Certain basic features of good adminis- 
tration will be urged by the joint commitees, such as 
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the payment of road taxes in cash; the elimination of 
a multitude of unnecessary road officials now character- 
istic of many of the States; the requirement of skilled 
supervision in the actual construction and maintenance 
ef roads by providing qualification tests; the constant 
employment of highway engineers or superintendents ; 
the adoption of the appointive rather than the elective 
method for such officials; the substitution of continuous 
maintenance for the present intermittent method; the 
proper utilization of Convict labor where climatic and 
ether conditions warrant its use on the public roads 
for the preparation of road materials; the general adop- 
tir f the principle of State aid and supervision; the 
r safeguarding and accounting of road funds. 
Wherever practicable, uniformity among the road 
laws of the various States will be urged by the com- 
s, as it is realized that the traffic is now controlled

NASHVILLE, SHILOH & CORINTH. 


Rich Mineral and Timber Regions to Be De- 
veloped by New Line. 


Application to charter the Nashville, Shiloh & Corinth 
Kkailway Co. to build a line from Nashville, Tenn., to 
Corinth, Miss., about 150 miles, has been made at Nash- 
ville, and it is stated there that the enterprise will be 
financed by Allen W. Jones of Augusta, Ga., who is 
also interested in the East & West Coast Railroad, now 
under construction between Bradentown, Manatee and 
Arcadia, Fla. Capital of the new line will be $100,000. 
It has been projected for some time, a prime mover in 
the plan being Clopton Thomas, secretary of the Busi- 
ness Men’s Club at Corinth. It will traverse a region 
containing phosphate, iron ore and timber, and practi- 


cally all will be within the boundaries of Tennessee, as 


only five miles of the route lies in Mississippi. There 
are rich iron deposits in Wayne county, Tennessee, 
which also contains 100,000 acres of virgin timber lands. 


This county is practically without railroad facilities 
at present, as are Perry county, to the north, and Hardin 
county, to the west, both of which the new line will 
bisect.

figures a city in the minds of visitors than to be greeted with a needless 
uproar from the traffic on streets that would otherwise be attractive.

Louisville, Ky., for example, has just paved 
Fourth Street with wood block pavement, re- 
sulting immediately in a great diminution of 
noise and attracting to the street more traffic, 
particularly of the better class, and 1 increasing 
the number of pedestrians. The inevitable 
result in such cases is a substantial increase in 
property values and an increase of trade in the 
adjacent stores. The street, which once was 
instinctively avoided because of the disturb- 
ance and rush and uproar, becomes by this 
simple change one of the show streets of the 
town. These are points which appeal to the 
layman and citizen. 

The city engineer chooses wood block 
pavements for even better reasons. Reckoned 
purely as an investment, wood block pave- 





ment is profitable. Its durability is greater 
than that of granite or asphalt, and the cost 
per year of service is less, although the cost of 
installation is usually a little higher. The 
wood is unaffected by the vibration of street- 
car rails and will remain satisfactory right to 
the edge of the steel, year after year. 

The creosote in the wood blocks prevents 
decay, and the surface compacts under traffic 
and becomes tougher with age. 

The pavement is easy to’clean, creates no 
dust, and, except under peculiar climatic con- 
ditions which occur on but a few days of the 
year, will give such satisfactory traction that 
teamsters will go out of their way to get on it 
for the sake of the good footing and easy 
hauling.
